The  greatest  care  is  exercised  to  produce  only  the  best  type  of  ma- 
terial; plants  which  will  thrive  and  bring  pleasure  to  all  who  purchase  them. 

The  principals  in  our  firm  are  always  ready  to  give  you  their  advice  as  to  what  to  plant 
and  when  conditions  are  such  that  a planting  plan  is  essential,  our  Landscape  Department 
is  prepared  to  furnish  you  with  complete  plans  and  estimates. 


Guarantee 

We  guarantee  to  replace  at  one-half  of  the  original  price  paid  any  of  our  plants  which 
may  die  within  the  period  of  one  season  from  date  of  planting,  provided  the  account  be 
paid  within  thirty  days  from  date  of  invoice.  (By  a season,  we  mean  that  if  plants  sup- 
plied in  the  Spring  are  dead  in  the  Fall,  or  those  supplied  in  the  Fall  are  dead  in  the  fol- 
lowing Spring,  they  will  be  replaced  at  one-half  price.)  If  a plant  lives  through  a season 
it  must  necessarily  have  been  in  good  condition  when  planted. 

Shipping  of  Nursery  Stock 

Within  a radius  of  ten  miles  we  ship  everything  by  our  own 
trucks  free  of  charge.  When  plants  have  to  be  packed  for  freight 
or  express,  packing  is  charged  at  cost,  which  usually  amounts 
to  about  ten  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  plant.  When  so  shipped 
our  responsibility  ceases  with  our  delivery  to  the  forwarders. 

Planting  and  Planting  Charges 

In  the  case  where  a customer  has  no  facilities  for  planting,  we 
supply  thoroughly  competent  men  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  per  man 
per  hour.  The  minimum  charge  for  planting  any  order  is  $1.00. 

Orders  for  large  trees  or  a quantity  of  stock  should  be  planted 
by  our  men. 

In  the  case  of  small  orders  it  is  advisable  that  customers  plant 
them  themselves  as  it  may  often  cost  as  much  to  plant  a few 
vines  or  one  or  two  fruit  trees  as  the  plants  themselves  are  worth.
